enterprise medical system. 
good quality pharmaceutical 
drugs, our Incentives patent 
system, and advertising.

Curiously, all of these four 
factors are under varying de­ 
grees of attack by the New 
Frontier, despite its ex­ 
pressed concern for physical 
fitness.

Whether or not the physi­ 
cal fitness of the average 
American would be improved

Abolitionists offered their 
homes as "stations" on this 
railroad over which "trains" 
of slaves were guided, usually 
at night, by "conductors " 
The idea suggests the basis of 
a major American opera, or 
at least a dramatic and mean­ 
ingful novel. This has never 
been written.

Questions on Nuclear 
Tests Still Unanswered

In the winter rain and snow 
the pickets paced by the White 
House. They protested nu­ 
clear testing, though the 
United States had not resum­ 
ed atmospheric testing only 
small underground tests.

President Kennedy has an­ 
nounced conditional resump­ 
tion of atmospheric tests, lie 
was hardly precipitate about 
it, considering the timing of 
the Soviet tents. Manifestly, 
testing is a very delicate mat­ 
ter, engaging the emotions of 
millions, not just the few 
thousands who picket here 
and in Britain.

It requires a month or mure 
to set up tests, which could 
be held at Johnson Island, 
700 miles southwest of 
Hawaii, or Christmas Inland, 
a British possession in mid- 
Pacific. With a subjectivity 
wholly absurd, the Russians 
have branded any American 
tests as "aggressive ."

Washington observers say

the President delayed an an­ 
nouncement and order w 
that testing would not pre­ 
cede opening of the Geneva 
disarmament conference. The 
conference is in precarious 
balance because Premier 
Khrushchev is pushing for a 
summit at Geneva, which the 
President has tentatively re­ 
jected. The Washington an­ 
nouncement, indeed, might 
well yet cause Khrushchev 
to pick up his marbles and go 
home.

Mr. Kennedy's advisers, 
miliUry and »ome scientific, 
have been exerting pressure 
for resumption For some 
years in crescendo those ex­ 
perts have averred neglect of 
testing endangers our secur­ 
ity.

As a generality, this is an 
understandable equation   if 
the Russians test and we 
don't, they will be out ahead 
in development of nuclear 
weapons. But the generality 
has one curioui aspect   it 
compels the American people

to take 
faith.

That is. why is atmospheric 
testing indispensable to our 
security? What are the tech­ 
nical factors in the equation 
 what is to be learned?

It must be granted that 
much must be classified. 
Moreover, some scientists sre 
disdainful of public under­ 
standing, holding it futule to 
attempt explanation of nu­ 
clear development. Yet with 
these reservations, there must 
be areas which can be ex­ 
pounded to the people, and 
which they should know in a 
free society.

In reality the nuclear test­ 
ing question has become like 
viewing the moon through a 
mist   it >s there, apparently 
round, big and dimly glow- 
ing. but its true nature is in­ 
discernible. It is not conceiv­ 
able. within security, that the 
Washington politico-scientific 
hierarchy could give us an in­ 
telligent explanation o? what 
we hope to achieve?
